Cach Allied nation—In the m atter of 
suKur consumption—Is sharing on near­ 
est possible equal terms the hardships 
imposed by greatly altered conditions 
In the world sugar situation. 
Formerly classed as a luxury, sugar 
is now a war time essential. 
The fair 
and just division of this essential la 
In the hands of the various Allied 
food controllers. 
The United States Food Administra­ 
tion has asked this nation to observe 
a 
voluntary 
sugar 
rat' a 
of 
two 
pounds per person a month. 
In the other countries ar war with 
Germany sugar is one of the sm rce 
articles on every menu—whether In 
the households of both rich and poor, 
or In the hotels. 
England today has a sugar ration 
of two pounds per month p< r person, 
In France the ration is a pound and a 
half and In I nly It Is one pound a 
month. 
Ar I the prices in allied coun­ 
tries are from two to three times as 
high as in \merica. 
If you go to a hotel in England or 
France tin se days and order tea or 
coffee they serve absolutely no sugar 
with It. 
If you want sugar you must 
bring It with you. 
In England it Is allowable to use 
one-seventh of an ounce of sugar In 
I the preparation of Paoli luncheon. 
In 
| France many persons carry little aac- 
j charlne tablets about with them for 
use in hotels and In England rich and 
poor must take their sugar with them 
lf they wish to have sweetened tea 
while visiting friends. 
Before the war started France had 
625,000 acres devoted to sugar produc­ 
tion. 
By 1917 the French sugar acre­ 
age had decreased to 180,000 acres. 
Today the French man or woman with a 
sugar card has no assurance whatever 
that he or she will be able to actually 
buy sugar.

Italy Ha* "State Su g a r." 
Especially drastic regulations govern 
the use of sugar in Italy. 
Its manu­ 
facture, distribution and sale are close­ 
ly controlled, and 
In part actually 
taken over by the state. 
Saccharine Is permitted to be sold 
aud used as a substitute for sugar and 
the government m anufactures a mix­ 
ture of saccharine and sugar called 
“State Sugar.” which is largely used. 


Germ an S u g a r Ration Adequate. 
Germany, before the war, produced 
a great surplus of sugar and exported 
large quantities. 
Today the Germans 
have virtually gone out of the extort 
business, but have plenty of cheap 
sugar for home use. 
Wholesale prices prevalent In the 
Allied nations, according to informa­ 
tion received by the United States 
Food Administration are as follows: 
England. IO cents a pound; France, 
12 cents: Italy, 2G cents. 
While these high prices are being 
paid abroad the American wholesale 
price La being held at 7% cent*.

Away back in th* palmy da vs of 
Roman ascendancy, \ Irg.l in his brat 
l*ook of tho Georgic*, wrote: 
"First barn the peculiarities of your 
soil and climate. 
Plough the fallow in 
early spring, and plough frequently 
twice in winter, 
twice in summer un­ 
less your land is poor, when a light 
ploughing in September will do. Lither 
let the land lie fallow every other year 
or else let spelt follow pulse, vetches 
or lupine. 
Repetition of one crop e x ­ 
hausts the ground; rotation will lighten 
t ne strain, only the exhausted soil must 
be copiously dressed with manure or 
ashes. 
It often does good to burn the 
stubble on the ground. 
Harrow down 
the clou*, Itvel the ridges ny cross 
ploughing, 
work the land thoroughly, i 
Irrigation benefits a sandy soil, drain­ 
ing a marshy soil. 
It it* wed to feed 
down a luxuriant crop when the p la n ts, 
are level with the ridge tops. 
Geese j 
and cranes, chicory, mildew, thistles, i 
cleavers, caltrops, darnel and shade 
are farm er’s enemies. 
Scare off the 
birds, harrow up the weed", cut down 
a!; that shades the crop. 
Plough*, 
waggons, threShing-sledges, harrows, 
baskets, hurdles, winnowing fans are 
the farm er’s implements. 
The plough 
Consists of scleral parts made of sca­ 
n n e d WI od. 
The threshing floor must 
be smooth and rammed hard to leave 
no services for weeds and small ani­ 
mals to get through. Some steep setd 
in soda and oil lees to get a larger 
produce. 
Careful annual selection by 
hand of the best seed is the only way 
to prevent degeneration. 
It is best to 
rn w stubbie aud hay at nsgnt when 
they are m oist." 
The author who wrote the above was 
born seventy years before Christ and 
wrote it, evidently, before the days of 
the Christian era.

000,000 bushels of wheat and 844,600,- 
000 pounds of meat during the past 
year, valued In all at $1,400,000,000. 
This was accomplished In Hie face of a 
serious food shortage in this country, 
bespeaking the wholeheartedness and 
patriotism with which the American 
people have met the food crisis abroad. 
Food Administrator Hoover, in a let- 
tee to President Wilson, explains how 
the situation was met. 
The voluntary 
conservation program fostered by the 
Fond Administration enabled the piling 
up of the millions of bushels of wheat 
during 11*17-18 and the shipment of 
meat during 1017-18 
The total value of nil food ship­ 
ments to Allied destinations amounted 
to $1,400,000.(1007 all this food being 
bought 
through or In collaboration 
with the Food Administration. 
These 
figures are all based on official reports 
and represent food exports for tlie 
harvest year that closed June 30, 1018.

War Time Sweeteners 


MERICA has several excellent w ar time sweet­ 
eners that will be used largely during the 
shortage in the sugar supply. 
I hey are maple sugar, syrups, honey and 
molasses and may be used in preparing des­ 
serts find other dishes requiring sweetening. 
W hen a cup of syrup or honey is used 
to replace a cup of sugar the liquid in the 
recipes should 
be 
decreased 
one-fourth. 
One-third of a cupful of sugar is equivalent 
, 
*° one-third of a cup of honey, about one­ 
ry 
syrup and about one-half cup of corn sugar. 
One-fourth of a cup of sugar is equal to about one-half 
cup of syrup or one-third cup of corn sugar. 
One table­ 
spoon of sugar is equal to one tablespoon of honey, about 
one And one-half tablespoons of syrup and one and one- 
third tablespoons of corn sugar. 
Sugar may be saved by the use of raisins, dates, figs 
dried pears and fruit pastes used on the breakfast cereals 
Fruit marmalades, butters and jellies should be used 
to take the place of the ordinary sweetening at a meal and 
not as accessories to it. 
Fruits may be preserved without 
sugar. 
It may be added when sugar is more plentiful 
Preserving demand* this year a thin syrup instead of a 
heavy syrup. 
If sugar is used o n e-h a lf o f th e amount may be rep laced 
by another sweetener. 
Drying is a means o f preserving (without sugar) ap­ 
ples, cherries, strawberries and black caps. 
When ready to use they may have added the needed 
sugar in the form of a syrup. 
W hen sugar is more plentiful 
iruit juices may be made into Jellies or may be used as 
ti uit juices with or without sugar, as beverages, fruit 
gelatins and frozen desserts. 
Fresh fruits supply the place of sugar in tile diet. They 
should be used freely. 
Desserts where sugar is scarce 
may be made of gelatins, junkets, custards, puddings and I 
cakes.
